Mugnetir  Oxide. 

It  has  long  been  known  that  rails  of 
tracks  in  actual  use  oxidate  much  slower 
than  those  of  dead  tracks,  but  so  far  no 
satisfactory  explanation  lias  been  found. 

\V.  Spring,  in  The  Bulletin  of  the  Royal 
Belgian  academy,  shows  Unit  this  is  due 
to  the  formation  of  a  routing  of  mag¬ 
netic  oxide  of  iron  under  the  influence  of 
humidity  and  pressure.  In  order  to 
'prove  the  correctness  of  this  view.  Mr. 

Spring  has  brought  moistened  rust  and 
a  clean  plate  of  iron  under  a  pressure  of 
from  a  thousand  to  twelve  hundred  at¬ 
mospheres.  Which  corresponds  to  that  of 
the  wheels  of  a  locomotive  of  a  thousand 
hundredweights.  He  found  that  the 
rust  powder  had  lionet  rated  the  iron,  and 
formed  a  coating  of  magnetic  oxide.—
